Your Fleet’s Too Big! Musso- 
lini might say to Churchill re- 
garding the recent naval encoun: 
ter of British and. Italian ships 
fo the Mediterranean. Topping 
the Graf Spee battle of 1939, this 
battle is the largest since Jut- 
land in 1916, and strangely 
enough resembles it many ways. 
For instance, in 1916 when the 
German high seas fleet under 
Admiral von Spee appeared off 
the coast of Jutland, the British 
battle cruisers under Admiral 
Beatty acted as a decoy which 
maneuvered the German ships 
into such a position that when 
the British high seas fleet under 
Jellicoe appeared on the scene 
sometime later, the latter was 
able to sink a few enemy ves- 
sels before the Germans escaped 
in the fog. Also in the midst of 
the engagement the British and 
Germans alike frequently fired 
on their own ships. 

The engagement last week 
featured a lone British cruiser 
in the role of decoy, which ena- 
bled the British Mediterranean 
fleet to come into close contact 
with the up till then evasive 
Italian fleet. The battle began in 
the evening. and ended about 
midnight, when the battleship 
Warspite, a veteran of Jutland, 
accounted for one cruiser and 
two destroyers, while her sister 
ship managed to sink another 
cruiser and damage a battleship 
and two destroyers. During the 
fighting it is believed the Ita- 
lians frequently fired on their 
own ships by mistake. 

If the British Admiralty’s 
claims -are even halfway accu- 
rate, the British fleet will have 
the Mediterranean all to them- 
selves from now on. 

This Italian defeat could not 
have come at a more inoppor- 
tune moment, for Japan’s foreign 
minister Matsuoka, just arriving 
in Rome from Berlin, cannot help 
but wonder where the supposed- 
ly invincible Axis is. He just 
left an “‘all-conquering” Germany 
which was defied by Jugoslavia 
last week. And now at the other 
end of the Axis he finds Italy 
being crushed on land, both in 
Libya and Albania, and last week 
on the sea. Mr. Matsuoka, like 
most Japanese diplomats, is say- 
ing nothing but watching the cir- 
cus, which seems to have gotten 
out of. control. 

Unless something is done in 
the way of a quick victory by 
either German or Italian forces, 
it is likely that when Matsuoka 
returns to Japan he will have 
little désire to persuade the Ja- 
panese that joining the Axis ac- 
tively and openly is the thing to 
do. The Axis is on the spot, and 
both Adolph Hitler and Benito 
Mussolini know it. However, 
only one of them is in any posi- 
tion at the present to do any- 
thing about it, and that person 
obviously is Hitler. But if he is 
to act at all he must do so quick- 
ly. If he allows the Jugoslavs 
to remain defiant and rebellious 
this spirit of resistance may 
spread to the already conquered 
lands and German can not. af- 
ford that now. 

So this week finds the Euro- 
pean powers in a grim game of 
blind man’s bluff. With the sit- 
uation becoming more and more 
critical in Italy, Hitler realizes 
that he. must act. But how? 
Whether or not he is willing to 
take. a chance on Turkey and 
Russia and send his armies rac- 
ing across Jugoslavia remains to’ 
be seen.

The 
dopesters do. not expect the 
freshmen hosts to pull out wins 
in many events because of the 
exceedingly rigid competition 
offered by the very finest of 
each college. 

Since the Santa Rosa sports 
journalists have bravely gone out 
on the limb and publicly an- 
nounced that their junior college 
stars will wrest the champion- 
ship crown from the Panthers, it 
is more than likely that a little 
private grudge fight will de- 
velop, strictly according to the 
rules of good sportsmanship, of 
course. Rooters for the upstate 
team have taken a bold step, and 
Coach Winter has his heart set 
on proving that it was a fatal 
one.
